The dredge Culuuibln, tbe properly 


of Charles M. Cole of Fall River, was 
burned to the waiei's edge at Block Isl- 
and at aii early hour Thursday morn, 
lug aud her crew were for a time lu 
Imminent peril. Three of the men 
were quite badly 
burned aud were 


brought to Newport on a special tug 
ftr tbe purpose of having their Injuries 
dresaed. The property loss Is estimated 
at 830,000. 


The powerful dredge had been en- 


gaged in harbor work at Block Island 
for several mouths, the owner having 
a government contract. 
There were 


11 men aboard the craft and all were 
sleeping in their bunks when the lire 
was discovered at about 2 a. m. Tbe 
flames hud made considerable head way 
before tbe men had awakened and al- 
though most of them made their way 
lu safety to the dock three weie penned 
iu by the flames— the superintendent, 
mate 
and 
steward. 
Their 
cries 


brought to their rescue tbe tug Wil- 
liam A. Gallisou, which was employed 
on tbe same contract, and they were 
removed from their imperilled position 
but not until they were quite badly 
burned. 


Tbe tug Ualhsou was at once sent to 


Newport with tbe three men in order 
that their injuries might be dressed. 
Mate Dougherty suffered tbe most tut 
all needed attention. The cause*of the 
fire is not known but It is supposed to 
have started lu the boiler room, al- 
though everything wan apparently iu 
safe condition when the (Ires were 
banked for the night.

DEATH COMES SCDDENI.Y.-OU Tues- 


day morning David Coggesball sus- 
tained ' a severe shock, depriving bun 
of all coueciousuess and physical ac- 
tivity. He lingered until nearly -four 
of the morning of Wednesday and then 
expired. Up to this time he had been 
unusually active for a man uearlng 88 
years. Through a long life be had«ul- 
tivated and managed nue of the most 
extensive of Rhode Island lurnas and, 
apparently enjoyed ills pursuit with 
unabated Interest during his declining 
years. Mont of his land was an ances- 
tral estate, which had long been In the 
(Joggeshall mime; aud he was eager to 
preserve It In good condition for trans- 
mission to hlu descendants. In this he 
exempliiieda conspicuous trait of his 
family, some of whom have kept their 
estates through successive generations. 
While occupied with many und divers 
financial Interests he always looked 
well to his farm, its herds of sheep and 
cattle, its various requirements from 
seed-time until harvest. Each Held of 
grain or hay or glazing received fre- 
quent inspection. As a farm operator 
Mr. Coggesball had no superior aud few 
equals. 
Possessed of a healthy and strong 


body he could endure extremes of heat 
aud cold aud perform farm labor of tho 
most arduous and exhausting kind. 
While not obliged to do this, he seemed 
to take pleasure In thus exerting aud 
demonstrating his physical powers. He 
bad also a good mental equipment, 
was quick and sagacious iu his reason- 
ing, wise and discreet in judgment. 
His large legible handwriting gave ad- 
ditional proof of the sturdy character 
of its maker. Mr. Coggeshull was the 
necond eon of the late Joshua (Jogges- 
hall, for half a ceutury the guide and 
counsellor of the people of Middletown, 
aud for thirty-four years their town 
clerk. The relation of the sou to these 
people, and to those of the Island in 
general, was of & different nature, uud. 
yet, to u cuttaiu extent, fully us impor- 
tant und helpful. For full lifty years 
he hud asuisted them and succored 
them lu all sorts of linauckil under- 
takings, aud that ottentiuies when no 
one else woul'l. He has incurred many 
risks aud made large sacrifices for the 
benelit of others and m-this way be- 
stowed numerous benefactions. 


In middle life by an adverse visita- 


tion he was deprived of tbe companion- 
ship of his wife, which of necessity cast 
a shadow over his family. This occur- 
rence gave a different-temper and tone 
to his life aud imparted to him a seri- 
ousness of manner aud a sobering reuse 
of its high purpose and importance. 


It is no exaggeration to say that Mr. 


Coggeshall creditably maintained and 
fully exemplified the reputation of his 
progenitors, for correctness In conduct, 
circumspection in living aud conserva- 
tism in action. His was a life of ser- 
vice, of strictest devotion to duty, eveu 
to the end. He Is survived by oiie son, 
George B. Coggeshall, and by two 
daughters, Elizabeth H. Siramous.wife 
of John, and Harriet B-. Chase, wife of 
Arthur. He had for mauy years been, 
a firm friend and supporterof the New- 
port National Bank and one of its Di- 
rectors. And now, after a long aud 
eventful life, another true representa- 
tive of New England yeomanry enters 
Into rest.

According to all 
naval usage,Barry ban more claim than 
Jones lo be considered the "Father of 
llie American Navy."

Some day, too, it is altogether prob- 


able t>iat Congress will lu the same 
manner recognize another old sea dog 
who had more right thau either to be 
looked upou as tiie father of the navy, 
which helped win American inde- 
pendence and bas since added by its 
achievements (o tbe Imperishable glory 
of the republic. It musl uot-be .per- 
mitted lo American youth lo forget 
that Ibe lirst Couliueutal fleet was 
commanded by rough old Eaek Hop- 
kins of Rhode Islaud. ludeed, the 
organizing of a Continental tfeet at all 
at the beginning of tbe Revolutiou 
was knownai "Ibe Rhode lalaudidea" 
—au Idea which a Maryland member 
of the Continental Cougress character- 
ized as "the maddest idea in the world 
to think of building au American fleet' 
aud "mortgaging tlie whole continent" 
to pay the bill. The idea originated 
with the Rhode Island assembly, and 
when Congress adopted it, Eaek Hop- 
kins was selected as commander of the 
uew fleet. He was unquestionably the 
first commander of the first American 
uavy. just what his rauk was, accord- 
ing to naval ratings, Is uot altogether 
clear, bill It is certain that Washington 
himself addressed him as "Admiral." 
Tbat fact ought to count for something, 
aud the more because Washington was 
uot .at all times on good terms with 
Cougress. He bad more 
tact thau 


Hopkins, but he knew what it was to 
try to get along with the Continental 
Cougress In even a half-way sort of 
fashion. 
Esek Hopklus had uo great stock of 


patience. He was from boyhood fami- 
liar with the sea; be knew what disci- 
pline .meant aud understood its uectsf 
Ity. Healso kuew that supplies were uec- 
essary, aud he found Congress more 
eady lo Interfere with tbe discipline 
nd the movements of the fleet thau It 
was to see that powder and ball and 
bod and clothiug were furulshed. Ae- 
ordiugly, being a rough old sea dog at 
be best, be indulged In profanity, and, 
Ithough iu tbe service, be swore, stout- 
y at Congress. His chaplain, who, by 
be way, was a personal enemy, made 
ffldavlt that tie did not recall tbat the 


admiral "bas ever spoken well of those 
;uardlaus of America." Congressmen 
lad even beeu spoken of "iu a most 
lisrespectful mnuuer" across the cabiu 
able of the admiral's ship. Cougre«6

products, the board of health states, 
contain com meal. The board says: 


"Devilled ham is or should be ham 


to which seasoning has been added. 
The majority of devilled hams in the 
market however, contain added mate- 
rial which In uo way can contribute to a 
sharp taste, or indeed to any taste. 
Corn meal, for example, adds nothing 
to the flavor, but it .Is cheap and en- 
ables ft meat product to curry consider- 
nble additional water." 


Several brands of 
prepared ment 


•were found to contain either boric acid 
or borax as a preservative. 
One west- 


ern "chicken loaf" is thus described: 


f'Very little muscular fibre; 
much 


connective tissue and corn. It is pre- 
served with either boric acid or borax. 
The label states that the material is of 
superior quality, 'having 
been care- 


fully selected and inspected according 
to the law enacted by congress March 
8, 1801, relating to the 
inspection of 


meats.' " 


The boar,d says: "Most of the speci- 


mens 
of 
boned 
chicken 
examined 


proved to be of excellent quality; some 
were fair and some were distinctly in- 
ferior, both iu appearance aud color." 
Of the brand of boned chicken which 
has been widely advertised as of the 
highest quality, the report says: 


"Two 
specimens examined bad In 


color and appearance; they contained 
small fragments of meat and 
large 


pieces of skin which contained pin- 
feathers, fragments of legbones and an 
occasional black feather." 


The Investigation was conducted un- 


der the direction of the secretary of the 
board, Dr. Harrington, who also di- 
-rected an examination of "all the large, 
and a considerable number of the small 
establishments" for meat packing In the 
state. Regarding these, the report «ays: 


"The large 
establishments 
wer* 


found to be conducted In all particulars 
in a scrupulously neat and clean man- 
ner. At one establishment, for ex- 
ample, there Is a force of 60 to 70 me» 
who begin cleaning the establishment 
from top to bottom as soon as the day's 
work is done. Of 25 smaller establish- 
.rnents, .only five were found to be en 
titled to grade 'excellent.' 


"Judging from the returns submitted, 


til* grsat majority of slaughter houses 
lu the small towns would bt found to 
o* conduceted without decent regard 
to ordinary cleanliness. In a majority 
of cases (of the small establishments) 
the offal and blood are thrown below 
to the swine. When one considers the 
susceptibility of swine 
to Infection 


through tubercular matter, one may 
easily question the advisability of feed- 
Ing swine on whatever entrails, wheth- 
er from healthy or diseased animals, 
happened to be at hand, and then kill- 
ing them Inter for human food and sell- 
Ing without proper inspection. 


"In most of the smaller establish- 


ments In the country the chief business 
is the slaughtering of calves, many of 
which are immature, and make 'bob 
veal.' 


"The Invi'stip.-ition went far enough 


to show that local authorities may well 
ftive careful attention to the slaughter 
houses within their several jurisdic- 
tions. 


"A number of sausage factories aud 


canning establishments In Boston aud 
.vicinity were examined and with few 
exceptions were found to be conducted 
in a proper and thoroughly sanitary 
manner, careful attention being paid to 
cleanliness of floors, benches and. ma- 
chinery."

army with advanced rank and other- 
wise giving the government's most am- 
pin .reparation.

had completely demolished the fabric 
of the 
acciisaihm 
ii;;aiust Dreyfus. 


showing tltit the real culprit was Ma- 
jor Count Ksterhazy. 
The decision, 


therefore, annulled the condemnation 
of the Ileiini's court martial and ordered 
that the acquittal he posted aud pub- 
lished throughout France. 


Last night the ministers held a pro- 


tracted special session at the Elysee 
palace under President Falllcres and 
determined on the government's course 
iu carrying out the decision. The text 
of two "bills was formulated, which wilt 
be introduced in the chamber of depu- 
ties. coiiceniiii'-- respectively Dreyfus

Dreyfus consequently will be uouil- 


nated'a major, with eventual early pro- 
motion to a 
lieutenant colonelship. 


Pic-quart will immediately become a 
bri-ndier general. Dreyfus' name will 
also be inscribed on the list for the Le- 
gion of Honor, but he will not be direct- 
ly nominated to that distinction, though 
p'robably a decree placing him. oc the 
list will shortly appear. 


Alfred Dreyfus was born in Alsace 


in 18T.9.. After the 
Franco-Prussian 


war he went to Paris to study. In 1880 
he became a cadet sub-lieutenant of at\ 
tlllery. After graduation iu 1882 he was 
transferred to the horse batteries of the 
First Independent cavalry division at 
Paris. 
On Oct. 12 he received first 


commission as captain in the Twenty- 
first regiment of artillery. 
He pre- 


pared for the school of staff officers and 
entered In 1800 and was married on 
April 21 to Lncie Hadamard. 
In 1893 


he took service In the general staff of 
the army.. IB 1894 he was named for 
service iu an Infantry 
regiment sta- 


tioned in Paris. 


On Oct. 13. 1894, he was arrested 


on a. charge of high treason, it being al- 
leged that he had sold military secrets 
of France. The first court martial be- 
gan on Dec. 19, 1S94, and he was found 
guilty. He was degraded from all rank 
on Jan. 
fj following and sentenced 
to 


death, a year Inter receiving a commu- 
tation to life Imprisonment on Devil's 
Island. 


After being confined n number of 


years there he was granted a new trial 
by the court of cassation, which acquit- 
ted him. 


If Dreyfus was the martyr of this fa- 


mous case. Colonel Picquart was the 
hero. Although not friendly to Dreyfus, 
upon discovering the forgeries, he mude. 
them known. For this he was hounded 
b'y the 
conspirators 
for years and 


driven from the army, but he has pre- 
vailed. 


This is what became of the chief per 


jnrers and conspirators agalust Drey- 


fus: 


Major Esierhazy. the renl traitor and 


author of the bordereau, tool of the con- 
spirators, died in exile and wretched 
poverty in London. Colonel Sandhern, 
chief of general staff, who first accused 
Dreyfus of writing the bordereau, was 
dismissed from the army In disgrace 
Major Du Paty De Clam, who placed 
Dreyfus under arrest, wa« dismissed 
from the army.

As a result of the two further spray-

that the difference between the sprayed 
and uusprayed fruit will be even more 
striking by the time the crop Is.har- 
vested in the fall.
